In what is being called a “dou- 
ble blast” of death, Prof. Space, 
and the staff of The Pretender 
are dead. 

Prof. Slim Space, a philosophy 
prof. at St. Michael's who was 
said to have the rare ability to get 
his students to ask the question, 
“What's wrong with a mind of 
my own?” died of “unknown” 
causes. 

The staff of The Prefender 
took their own lives. 

Due to the mystery surround- 
ing Space’s death, an investiga- 
tion is being conducted. 

An anonymous source who 
wished to go by the name of 
Jerry Falwell, said he saw Space 
the day he died. 

“I was very close to him, and 


our ideas were very similar,” he 


ll said when he last saw 
e was in a vacant apart- 


ve fen. in Burlington. 


It was a place where he would 


often visit Space. 


“Tt was like our little heaven,” 
Falwell said. 

“We even had a sign on the 
door that Space made himself. It 
said, Enter members of the 
Moral Majority. Real world, 
KEEP OUT!!! Space was so 
proud of that,” Falwell said. 


When the Burlington Police 
arrived at the apartment, or 
“heaven” as Falwell said Space 
liked to call it, Space was lying in 
the middle of the floor. 

Officer Joe Smith said Space 
had a Bible under his arm, and an 
American flag wrapped around 
his body. 

Scattered around the room 
were books on why battered 


children were better than con- 
dom use. 

Also found scattered around 
the room were pictures of Rock 
Hudson and Libarace, which 
have led police to investigate the 
possibility of, “THE DISEASE.” 

The other half of this, “double 
blast,” occurred just hours after 
Space’s death was made public, 
when the staff of the supposedly 
“student run” newspaper took 
their own lives. 

A student who found the staff, 
said he thought the suicide was a 
reaction to Space’s death. 

“I found a note on George 
Snell's body,” he said. 

The student said the note 
read, “I loved him.” 

Students at St. Michael's said 
the staff had been acting very 
strange since an “unknown” 
reader told them to resign and 
condemned them to hell. 


One student said he suspected © 


the suicide when he heard 
members of the staff talking in 
Greensleeve's. 


“I think they were all upset 
over the letter,” he said. 

“I remember Dave Davoren 
saying, “What was I doing think- 
ing for myself? Why did I do it?” 

The student said at that 
moment, another member said, 
“let's kill ourselves, it’s the least 
we could do after thinking for 
ourselves, and would be much 
better than resigning.” 

“At that moment Debby Gav- 
ron walked in and told the suici- 
dal members to remember 
Space’s words. Then she quoted 
him. “We shall all die together 
for our sins.’
